LONDON, Jan. 11.—The Eastern Tele- 
graph Co. announced to-day that press 
telegrams to Manila are subject to censor- 
ship. Alarming news has been received 
from Manila, but it comes wholly from 
Spanish sources. 


MADRID, Jan. 11.—Gen. Rios, the Span- 
ish commander, cables from Manila reit- 
erating the assertion that the situation in 
the Philippines is most grave. The rebels. 
it appears, are concentrating in the neigh- 
borhood of Manila with the intention of 
attacking that place. Great preparations 
are being made for the defense of the city. 
The Spanish General also asserts that the 
natives of the Viscayas have again refused 
topermit the Americans toland, threatening 
to resist by force if an attempt is made to 
do so. The Americans therefore, according 
to Gen. Rios, have abandoned the idea of 
disembarking, and he confirms a previsus 
statement to the effect that they are un- 
willing to bombard Iloilo “because the 
European houses are stocked with petro- 
leum with the view of being set alight by 
the American shells.’’

It Declared War on 
Spain.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—In 


to-day Mr. Bacon (Ga.) offered the foilow- 
resolution: 

1. That the Government and people 
of the United States have hot waged 
ithe recent war with Spain for conquest 
and for-the acquisition of fore.gn_ terri- 
tory, but soleiy for the purpose set forth 
in the re-olution of Congress making 
the declaration of said war, the _acquisi- 
tion of such small tracts of land or har- 
bors as may be y for govern- 
mental purposes being not deemed in- 
consistent with the same. 

That in demanding and in receiving 

: cession of the Philippine Islands, it 

not the purpose of the Government 
of the United States to secure and main- 
tain dominion over the same as a part 
of the territory of the United States 
or to incorporate the inhabitants thereof 
as citizens of the United States or hold 
sxid inhabitants as vassals or subjects 
of this government. 

8. That. whereas, at the time of the 
deciaration of war hy the United States 
against Spain and prior thereto, the in- 
habitants of the Philippine Islands were 
actively engaged in a war with Spain 
to achieve their independence, and, 
whereas. sald purpose and the military 
operations thereunder have not been 
abandoned, but are still being active- 
ly prosecuted the reunder; therefore, in 
recognition of, and in obedience to the 
vital principle announced in the great 
declaration that “Governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed,’ the Government of the 
United States recognizes that the peo- 
pie of the Philippine Islands of a right 
ought to be free and independent, that 
with this view and to give effect to the 
same. the Government of the Ungted 
States has required the Government of 
Spain to relinquish its authority and 
government in the Philippine Islands 
and to withdraw its land and naval 
forces from the Philippine Islands, and 
the wafers thgreof. 

4. That the United States hereby dis- 
claim any disposition or intention to 
exercise sovereignty. jurisdiction or eor- 
trol over said islands, and assert their 
determination, when an independent 
government shall have been duly erect- 
ed therein entitled to recognition as 
such, to transfer to said government, 
upon terms which shall be reasonable 
and just, all rights secured under the 
cession by Spaih, and to thereupon 
leave the -wovernment and control of 
the islands to their people.

There was 
no deception about what she did, and she 
was not under the influence of a drug. I 
am not prepared to say whether I believe 
her statement that snake poigon is neces- 
sary to her existence.”’ 

Dr. Bosse said: “She is_ !insensible 
pain, but I think she can feel more than 
ehe says. She is evidently immune from 
enake poison, in the quantity that entered 
her system to-day, though what we got out 
of her wounds was enough to kill a guinea 
pig. I would like to see her permit the big 
rattlesnake coil and bite her after the nat- 
ural manner of snakes before I would state 
that she is entirely immune.” : 

Drs. Lewis and Kerns d‘d not wait to eee 
the guinea pig die, so they were not ques- 
tioned as to their view of the woman's 
claim to immunity from snake poison. 


INOCULATION OF ANIMALS. 


Medical Works Agree That It Has Not 
Been Tried on a Human. 

There is a society of information in medi- 
eal literature and among medical men about 
the exact effect of bites from American 
snakes. Statistics treat extensively of the 
symptoms and results of the bites of veno- 
mous reptiles of tropical countries, par- 
ticularly in India. Most works on the sub- 
ject describe cases where death resulted 
from the bite, but do not estimate the per- 
centage. of fatalities. 

Warren’s “Surgical Pathology and Thera- 
peutics’” says deaths from snake bite are 
not common In the United States, although 
rattlesnakes are very numerous in certain 
portions of the country. 

There are many known caees of rattle- 
snake bite causing no serious inconve- 
nience; there are also etories told by hunt- 
ers' of rattlesnakes dying from their own 
bite. This seems to be explained by the 
agreement among writers on the eubject 
that the surpent often fails to accomplish 
its purpose of inoculating ita = yictim’s 
blood wtih the poison. The following para- 
grarh occurs in Warren:

This record is not quite equal to that of 
Jesse James, but Kennedy has done well 
enough to excite the admiration of the dead 
outlaw’s friends in Crackerneck and Kan- 
Bas City. 

Kennedy has defied all luw and outwitted 
all the work of the shrewdest of detectives 
to trap him. He has*organ'ized one gang 
after another and done one robbery after 
another. The men who followed him and 
robbed trains have been arrested and have 
confessed it all and these confessions have 
been told to the juries before which Ken- 
nedy was tried, but he has never been con- 
victed. In the face of the most positive 
and damning proof of his guilt a jury 
voted him not gullty. At two of his trials, 
the trainmen went upon the witness stand 
and pointing to Kennedy, who sat in the 
prisoner’s chair half drunk and leering, 
with the neck of a whisky bottle sticking 
from his coat pocket, said:

It is a few 
miles southeast of Independence in this 
county. It is hilly and wooded, with wind- 
ing roads and tangled jungles of under- 
brush. This was a favorite hiding place 
of the James and Younger rough riders in 
the border days. Old Kennedy's weather 
stained little farm house stands not a 
stone’s throw from Blue Cut, the scene of 
a succession of the most famous train rob- 
beries in Missouri traditions. Kennedy 
played when a boy up and down this raff- 
road cut where Jesse James stopped and 
robbed the first train ever held up any- 
where. At this very spot, where the crime 
of train robbing beran, Jack Kennedy, it is 
asserted, twice held up and robbed ‘trains 
years later when he had grown up and be- 
come a leader. 
: Kennedy left his home when he was a 
‘Young man and went to work on a railroad 
as a brakeman. He became a fireman and 
then an engineer on the Southern Pacifie 
railroad. A passenger train that Kennedy's 
engine was hauling over this road was held 
yy by bandits and the express car robbed. 
ennedy fell under suspicion and he disap- 
peared. Since vhe became notorious as a 
train robber. There have been. stories 
mostly vague rumors, about a train ropb- 
ry in Tennessee, in which a posse chased 
he bandits and brought Kennedy and an- 
other of them to bay in a rocky hill and be- 
sieged them for hours, the bandits es- 
caping under cover of night. A sear on 
Kennedy's cheek and another in his neck 
are reported to be from bullets shot at 
him by the Tennessee posse.

Bill Ryan was from Cracker-Neck an! 
was convicted at Independence in October 
1881. after a most exciting trial, of partic- 
inating in the Glendale train robbery on 
the Chicago & Alton road. October 7, 1879 
Ryan got 25 years, although his and friends 
of the other bandits raised a ‘“‘pony puis?” 
for his defense and he had able counsel 
He was caught in Tennessee the previous 
March and brought here on a requisit:on. 
Ryan only joined the James gang a few 
months before the Glendale robbery. Di- 
rect testimony against Ryan was lackine 
but Gov. Crittenden pardoned one of hir 
confederates, Tucker Basham, from the 
penitentiary, and his evidence settled Ry- 
an's fate. 

A few years Jater a strong effort was 
made to obtain Ryan's pardon by his Jack- 
son County friends. Ex-Congressman 
Franklin, Dr. Munford and Major J. N. Ed- 
wards went down to Jefferson City, sup- 
plemented by many letters and petitions,to 
prevail on Gov. Marmaduke to give Ryan, 
who was then sickly, nia lMberty, but the 
effort failed. In the fall of 1887 another at- 
tempt was made. this time aided by a 
letter from Gov. Crittenden, but met with 
failure. Afterwards Gov. Marmaduke went 
to Switzerland and all the documents were 
presented to Lieutenant-Governor More- 
house, who declined to act in MarmadukKe'’s 
absence, but attached a letter to them, 
asking the Governor to grant Rvan a com- 
mutation 

On his return Marmaduke still refused to 
do anything, but a few months later died. 
Shortly after Morehouse became Governor 
he granted the cummutation and also re- 
stored Ryan to citizenship. Ina few weeks 
Rvan was releazed and there was great joy 
in Cracker Neck. He returned there at 
once and visited his aged mother and other 
relatives down in the country and snent 
several months in Kansas City, and after- 
wards went te the Pacific Coast. This was 
early in 1889. About a year ago he was re- 
ported to be in Japan, and nothing has been 
heard of him since. 

Bill Ryan is now 56 years old, although he 
looks ten years younger. He was always 
considered a quite strange and morose man 
even by his nearest relatives. His features 
are clear cut and everything about him in- 
dicates coolness ard bravery. He is an ex- 
pert pistol shot and alwawvs went armed.

BYRUM TELLS HOW IT WAS DONE. 


“J. C. Wright,” Who Is Kennedy, 
Talked Other Bandits Into It. 
MANSFIELD, Mo, Jan, 11.—At the pre- 
liminary hearing of Joe Shepard and ‘‘Will- 
lam Jennings,” or Ryan, the alleged Ma- 
comb train robbers, yesterday, Byrum, an- 
other of the men under arrest, told the 
complete story of the planning and carry- 

ing out of the robbery. 

The confession of Byrum is as follows: 

“T live in Douglas County, Mo., on my 
farm, southwest of Norwood. About two 
weeks before Christmas the scheme was 
first unfolded to me by my father-in-law, 
Lewis Neish. Next I was approached by 
one J. C. Wright, who represented to me 
how easy it would be to hold up a train in 
these mountains. I was finally persuaded 
to become an accomplice. With me were 
Lewis Neigh, O. M, Ray, Joe. Shepard, 
William Jennings, J. A. Fagley and one 
J.C. Wright. We rode on horseback to Ma- 
comb, Mo. Secreting our horses, we walked 
down the track to await the arrival of 
train No. 4. 

“Il had a double-barreled shotgun, Lewis 
Neigh a sack of dynamite, Jennings and 
Wright Colt's revolvers, and Shepard and 
ragiey Winchesters, 

“Ray boarded the train at Norwood with 
short fare, quarreled with the conductor, 
and was put off at Macombd, 80 as to stop 
the train.

On the strength of official assurance that the war against 
 Bpein was undertaken in behalf of an oppressed people whose 
cries had pierced the hearts of free men, they offered their 
services to the government. Full of the generous ardor of 
freemen they took up arms to make their Cuban brothers 
free. In plain terms they were told that the government did 
nok contemplate conquest. The President declared that 
“forcible annexation’ of any country or territory would be 
“criminal aggression.’’ Certainly the guarantees appeared suf- 
ficient. The honor of the nation was pledged; and the volun- 
teers accepted the pledges in full faith. 

Now they are caNed upon to shoot down the Filipinos in 
pursuance of a policy of forcible annexation which the Presi- 
dent told them was criminal aggression. In other words, they 
are compelied to participate in a crime.

A muddled newspaper trying to master the logic of the 
critical situation in the Philippines says: ‘‘There seems no 
alternative but to employ force, or to incontinently withdraw 
allclaims of or The latter course would be humili- 
ating tc nation pride and efface much of the prestige ac- 
quired by the war.”’ 

Will it be humiliating to the national pride to do what Is 
right? If so, we must choose whether it is bette# to be right 
than be proud. Will it efface the prestige acquired by the 
war tu redeen: our solemn pledge given before the war? If 
sc, we must choose between prestige and self-respect. 

There should be no hesitation in face of such a moral 
question. But in fact it is not so presented. We have not 
yet reached that alternative. 

The sovereignty of the Philippines was not acquired by 
Dewey's victory and the subsequent occunation of Manila. 
The argument that it was is a ricketty pretense resting upon 
nothing more substantial than partisan ardor. Nor has sov- 
ereignty been acquired by treaty. The treaty is not com- 
plete until confirmed and ratified at Washington and Madrid. 
It is not yet settled that jit will be confirmed as signed. 

There is no call for aggressive action in the Philippines at 
this time. The real fight is-in Washington. There is no 
ground in .morals for an attack upon Aguinaldo’s followers 
and probably not in law. In Washington it will be decided 
whether or not we shall take the first step leading to the hu- 
miliation which is sure to follow wrong doing. In Washing- 
ton it will be determined whether the prestige won in a war 
for humanity is to be effaced by an act which will falsify 
every tradition, pledge and principle of American politics and 
commit the country to a policy reactionary, inhuman and un- 
American.

Will Collectivism Be Necessary? 
To the Editor of the lest-Dispateb. 

In a recent editorial you ask, after speak- 
ing of the growth of the movement toward 
concentration, if it ie “too late to restore 
free competition. Or must we chose be- 
tween private monopoly and public mon- 
Oo y?"’ 


Let us hope it is not too late to restore 
free competition, without which the trusts, 
syndicates and the lke can never be aboi- 
ished, for they thrive only because of epe- 
cial privilege; because they can legally rob 
the masses of the people. While under 
free competition we would probably have 
combinations to some extent, but they 
would not be injurious because they would 
not be bolstered up by law and could ex- 
ist only because they would give tne beet 
service for the least money, as any attempt 
to overcharge or give poor service wou 
roaunt in the formation of other combina- 
tions. 

This free competition we can have when 
the source of all wealth—land—is open to 
all on equal terms, that is, by the payment 
of ite annual value by its user to the com- 
munity. Take away monopoly of land—or 
rather, monopoly of rent-—and the teeth of 
all other monopolies will be drawn. Henry 
George has pointed the bey vo clearly and 
logically that if we would but follow we 
would once again be a free people inat 
of a race of masters end slaves as we are

He set his men to 
work at once making an itemized list of the 
articles and ascertaining their owners by 
means of names, marks, etc. 

“It is a big capture,’”’ said the chief, ‘‘and 
may lead to other startling disclosures.”’
